IMPERIAL SPEECHES. 



Tbe recent English papers presoiit na wiib 
t«ro TOjfol docamants — a speech from Uer 
Htjosty Quoeo Vieloria on tha opening of 

Pnrlininont, and a airniliir uddrcaa on n sitni- 
lar occasion from tlio Eraporor of tho 
Frenoli. Tho former, wliich waa rend by tho 
Lord OLancellor, is as usual, the most com- 
mon place of epesches. It rotors with satis- 
faotion to the reoeot meetings of tbe French 
and English fleets ond to tbe termination of 
the American war, rojoiciog over tho de- 
Btraction of elavcry in language moro vigoron.'; 
than is custotnary to be found in addrcsjes 
from tho Throne. "Tho abo!i!:oa of slavery" 
it lays " is an event calling forth the eym 
patbiea and ooDgratalationa of Ibis conntry, 
irhicb has always been (oremoit in showing 
its nbhorronoe ot an institution repugnant to 
every feeling of juatico and humanity." 
Tho diminution of tho elavo triide on tho 
West coHflt of Africa ia also alladcd to in 
terms of congratulation. Tho renowal of 
diplomatic rolations with Braxil ihtough tbe 
mediation of tho King ol Portugal and the 
oonclnding of troatios of coinnierce with 
Austria nnd wiih Jupan, are ovonta highly 
spoken of. The Fenian movement, the 
Jamaica iupurreotion, and even the reform 
.bill are passed over very quietly. An unu 
aaal interest was evinced iti tba opening of 
Parliament, in conseqaenee of Hsr Majesty 
having announced her intention, after ecverul 
years of seclnsioo, of being present, Tho 
event has created quito u lively foeling 
of satisfaction throughout tho metropolis; for 
it waa doubted until the last minute whether 
H«t Majesty would raally aticnJ. The pub- 
lic mind had been so frequently disuppoiutcd 
OTsr tbe Queen's rc'-onteriog public life the! 
it bad almost given up the hope of royalty 
again assuming its social aiu) puliticid 
respoosibililica. Ifowovar iho icij Las now 
been broken ; and tailors, miliincra, clothiers. 
parjumeura, and bead-drosBcra are in ccslaoiep. 

The specob of Loois Napoleon, altbongb 
devoid of aoylbiog that savors of m>&tery 
or mischief, is nevertheless an interesting doc- 
ament. Tho Emperor wns accompanied by 
tbe Empress, tho Prince Imperial, Prince 
Napoleon, and other members of tho rojal 
family. Exalted porsonagos muit bo rather 
wanting in ordinary gifts or acquiromeots ; 
fur we God great stress laid upon the fact that 
His Imperial Majesty read bii speech in a 
clear and impressive manner. Tho nrnt part 
of the speech relates to England and 
France. The ro-union of tho floota in 
tha saino ports, the Emperor says, " ahowa 
that the relations formed on fields of battle 
have not been weakened— that lime has only 
cemented the good understanding ol tbe two 
countries." Tho Mexican question is of 
courso the prin-ipal foreign topic in the 
speech. ': In Mesii j," p.-^ya tho Emperor, 
" the Government lounded by tho will of the 
people is becoming consolidated. Tho m;d- 
eontents, vai:quia)ied and dispersed, have no 
longer any chief. Tbe national troops havn 
shown valor, and the country has found guar> 
antees of order and security which have 
developed its resources und raised its cam- 
inorcc with Franco alone from '/I millions to 
77 millions. Thus, as 1 expressed last year 
tbe hope, ear expedition approaobes to its 
termination. I om arranging with the £m> 
peror.Masimilian to fiz tbe time lot tbe recall 
of oar troops, in order that their retnrn may 
he ffFi'Ptpd without comp-?mhing French 
interests which wo want to defend in that 
distant country. T!ia uneasiness produced in 
the IJaittd Kuiies by the presence of onr nriny 
on Mexican eoil will be appoaeod by the 
frankness of cur declarations. The Ameri- 
can people will comprehend that onr expo- 
ditian, in whioh wo invited Ihcin to take a 
p.irt, w*3 not opposed to their iutnresta. 
Two nations equully jealous ol their indo- 
pendcnco ought lo avoid any ste[i nhich 
would implicate their dignity and their 
honor," The Emperor bestows a panegyric 
ou his wile's rule while he was absent in 
Algeria, and alludes lo tho general and 
growing progress ol the country. Tho muni- 
cipn! in.stitutions come in for a lar^jo fiharo 
of lii.'i praise. "Tho Maire" ho jay;', " boing 
in the coiniiiuno tho represculiitive of tho 
central power, the Oonslitulioi} haa conferred 
upon me the right ol soleuliug ihoso cnicert< 
from all tho citizens; but the election of 
intelligent and devoted men has enabled mo 
in nearly all cases to chooso tho Mairo from 
unioiig the niornbcrs of tho muiiiciiml coun- 
cils." We are told that the public rceeipla 
nro incrcasiiij^ while the e.X[)eiidiloro is 
ditniniehing, and the advocates of rclrencli- 
moot are astarcd that a reduction is being 
msdo in tbe army. Education is not neg- 
lected. Thirteen thousand now claflsoa for 
ndulla Iinvo been opened in Ihc aonimuno.s of 
tho empire.

Tho closing part of his' 
speech, which reaches a kind oi Napo- 
leonlo eloquence Is too good to bo sum- 
marised ; we thereforo give it in its entirety. 
Speaking of ibe French Oonstitation tho 
Emperor says: "It keeps at an equal dis- 
tanoB from two extreme situations. Wiih ore 
Cbainbor holding within itself the futu ol 
Ministers, (be Exeontive is without authority 
and without spirit. Again, it is without 
control 11 tbe elective Chamber is not inde- 
pendent and in posseBsion of legitimate pre- 
rogatives. Our oonstitutional forms, whioh 
hnvo a certain analogy with ihoso of Ihu 
United Stales, nro not dofoctivo simply bu- 
cause thoy differ from tho.so of Kiigland 
Eac?< pcopio should have institutions which 
ate, opoformabte to its gonius nnd lo its tra« 
ditions. It Is true that every Government has 
its defeols ; hut, in glnnciug over Iho post, I 
am rejoiced, at tho end of lourtcen years, to 
fiiul Franco respected uhroa<l aiul traiii|tiil nl 
homo, wilhnul political oaplivcs in her 
prisuos, williout oxiica beyond bet truutiurt). 



1 bo nation has during eighty years snfli 
cicntly discusaed theories of Government, Is 
it not now moro useful to seek practical 
means for improving tho moral and material 
condition of tho people? Let ns, then, em- 
ploy ourselves in spreading abroad soond 
economical doctrines, tbe lovo of good and 
roligiouB principles. Let ns seek to roiolvo 
by tho freedom of transaction tho 'dillicnlt 
problem ol tho just distribution of productive 
forces, and let us endeavor to improve tho 
conditions of labour in onr fields and in our 
workshops. When all Frenchmen now in- 
vested with politionl rights shall havo been 
enlightened by education thoy will discern 
tho troth without diflioulty.nnd will not allow 
themselves to ho seduced by deceptive 
theories ; when all those who live by 
thoir daily toil shall be convinced of 
'.he increasing beneflts whiuh are proonred 
by assiduous labor, they will be the firm sup- 
porters of a society which insures their woll- 
heinp; nnd their dignity — finally, when all 
sholl have received from their childhood 
those principles of faith ond morality which 
clevato man in his own eyes, they will know 
that above all hiimnn intolligoncc, aboro the 
elTorls of scienco and of reaaon, there exists 
a Supreme Will which regulotes the destir' :b 
of individuals, as it does thoso of nations."

FEARFUL SHIPWKBCK. 

LOSS OF AN ENQLISn STEA.MEn WITH TWO 
HU.N'DIIED AND FIFTY LIVES. 

A correspondent writing from London 
says : ''Wo liavo Iind most feiirfiil weatlief 
the lii.^l week', and the luinibor of ship- 
wrecks has been unprccedonted. Coii- 
spicuoiiH amongst others has been the 
lo.ss of tho splendid screw stctmer London 
belonging to Messrs ^Vig^anl hero. This 
vessel WU3 boiiiul IVoiii Loiiilon to ,Mel- 
bniinic, with 270 passengers, and a cargo 
roughly estimated at £300,000. In get- 
ting in to the Bay of l?iscay slio oncoiiii- 
tcreil fearful weallier, niul one treinnn- 
iloiis sea waslieil the enveringa lo the 
biiiiker.a nnd engine room oil', und in a 
ininiito tho engineers found themselves 
lip to their waists in water, nnd the fire.s 
(lut out. Ill a short time fourteen feet 
of water iu the hold, tho ship .settling 
down rapidly by tho stern, so the captain 
ordered tho remriiiing boats to bo low- 
ered, and manned the port nnd life boats, 
two cutters having been provioualy wash- 
ed overboard. Fearful to relate, when 
only om; boat, containing sevuntoea sen- 
men luul three passengers, hod got clear 
sf the wreck, slio went down with every 
soul on board. The passengers wore 
nearly all wealtiiy people returning home 
after a visit to the old country. 1 have 
not had tinio to go over the list of those 
lost but I notice Mr. Do Pas.s, of tbo linn 
of Do Pass &, Sons, is amongst them. 
Ue was going to represent tho honso in 
Molbonrno. Ono lady offered a Ihousaiul 
guineas to bo taken into tho boat; but 
everyone know their fate, and might, 
not right, was the order of the day.'' 

The .Vinelia, aiioraor splendid steamer 
belonging to .Messrs. I'lijiayaiini of Liver- 
pool, with a cargo valued at two hiiiulred 
lliousaiiil pountis, foundered in [irccisely 
Iho same way and in tho samo gale, but 
fortunately all hands weio saved.
